ergy, now reſiding here, and ſettling in Fra-

dom, in manner afozeſaid, 02 that from and 
after the laid Twenty ninth day of December, 
One thouſand, Sir hundꝛed, Ninety ſeaven, 
ſhall come into this Kingdom, contrary to the 
Leno: of this Act, ſhall fo2 the Firſt Offence, 
forfeit the dumm of Twenty pounds; fo2 the 
Second Offence, double the laid Summ, to be 
Levyed in manner herein-after expꝛelled: And 
ik he ſhall Offend the Third time, to fozfeit all

is not made uſe of, fo: Celebrating D vine Ser- 
vice, accozding to the Liturgy of the Church ok 
Ireland, by the Law Eſtabliſhed, o2 within the Pꝛe⸗ 
cincts thereof, upon Pain of Fozfeiting the Summ 
of Ten pounds; which laid dumm of Ten pounds 
ſhall, and may be Recovered krom any Perſon oz 
Perſons, that ſhall be pꝛeſent at ſuch Burial, 
and Offending contrary to the Leno: of this 
Act; Which ſaid Fozfeitures, all and every Ju⸗ 
ſtices of the Peace, in His, and their reſpective 
Counties, are hereby Autho:ized, to Hear and 
Determine. in manner as herein befoze is men⸗ 
tioned and declared; one Mopety of which ſab 
laſt Fozfeiture foz Burping contrary to this Act, 
ſhall be by ſuch Juſtice given unto the Pnfo2- 
mer, and the other Poyety to the Miniſter and 
Church-wardens ok the Pariſh, where any ſuch 
Offences ſhall be Committed, to be diſpoſed of 
fo: the Uſe of the Pariſh, 

P2ovided always, that if any Perſoi! oꝛ Per⸗ 
ſons ſhall think him, o2 themſelves agrieved, by 
the Judgment and Determination of ſuch Two 
Juſtices of the Peace, that the Perſon and Per⸗ 
ſons ſo agrieved, may Appeal from their Judg- 
ment and Determination, to the next Judges 
of Alstze, oz to the Juſtices of Peace, at the 
next General Quarter-Scifions, who are herc- 
by Impowered to Examine the ſaid Matter, 
and give ſuch Relief therein, as to them ſhall 
ſeem meet. 

And it is further Enacted that all and every 
Juſtice of the Peace, ſhall from time to time Iſlue 
their Warrants foz Appꝛehending, and Commit⸗ 
tal of all Popiſh Arch⸗Biſhops, Bilhops, Jeſuits, 
Friers and other Popiſh Eccleſiaſtical perſons 
| Whatloever 
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whatſoever that ſhall remain oz Continue in this 
Kingdom, contrary to the Tenoꝛ and meaning of 
this Ack: And fo2 Duppreſling all Ponaſteries, 
Frieries, Nunneries, o2 other Popild Fraternities 
02 Societies. 3 
And be it further Enacted by the Authozity 
afozeſaid, That all and every the Puſtices of the 
Peace in this Kingdom, ſhall give an accompt 
in Writing, of their pzocedings in Execution of 
this Statuts, at the next General Muarter-Seſs 
ſions fo2 the County, in which he ſhall Dwell, 
which ſhall be at ſuch QMuarter-Seſſions Entred 
and Regiltred. 
And ve it further Enacted, That if any Ju⸗ 
ſtice of the Peace, Payoz, oꝛ other Officer ſhall 
neglect doing their Duty in Execution of this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Act, every ſuch Juſtice of the Peace, Payoz, 
and other Officer, ſhall foꝛ every ſuch neglec, koꝛ⸗ 
keit the Humm of One Hund:ed Pounds, to be 
Recovered by Action of Debt, Bill, Plaint, oz 
Inkozmation, wherein no P2otection, Eſſoyn, oz 
Wager of Law ſhall be allowed of, noz but one 
Imparlance; onePoyety thereof to the King s Ma⸗ 
jeſty, His Heirs and Ducceſlo:s, the other Poyety 
to the Inkozmer, oꝛ Perſon that ſhall Sue for the 
ſame, and be Diſabled from ſerving as a Ju⸗ 
ſtice of Peace, during his Life.
